8.  Aud  be  It  enacted,  That  all  roads,  streets  or  al¬ 
leys  dedicated  to  public  use,  upon  lands  acquired 
hereafter  by  the  state  of  New  Jersey  for  exclusive 

tubllc  use  by  the  state,  shall  be  and  the  same  are 
ercby  declared  to  be  vacated  so  soon  as  the  said 
land  shall  be  acquired  for  thp  public  use  of  the  state 
aud  any  statute  Iicrearter  passed  for  the  acquiring  of 
such  land  shall  declare-  the  vacation  of  any  roads, 
streets  or  alleys  over  said  land  dedicated  to  the  pub¬ 
lic  use. 

2.  And  be  It  enacted.  That  this  act  shall  take  effect 
Immediately.

[1.  Be  It  enact  editor  the  Senate  and  General  Assem¬ 
bly  of  the  State  of  New  Jersey,  That  In  all  townships 
In  this  state  w  herein  the  qualified  voters  of  each  road 
district  for  the  time  being  art*  authorized  to  elect 
overseers  of  the  tiighwav*  for  -aid  districts  respect¬ 
ively.  such  elections  shall  be  held  on  the  Thursday 
next  succeeding  the  regular  annual  town  meeting  in 
each  and  every  yj'ur.  aud  the  overseer  In  each  road 
district  shall  set  pp  two  notices  in  writing  In  two 
put, lie  places  in  (each  road  district  of  elections  of 
overseers  five  days  before  the  day  herein  fixed  for 
such  elections,  and  in  case  of  the  failure  of  any  over¬ 
seer  to  give  such  notice,  or  In  case  of  the  failure  for 
any  cause  of  the  voters  to  elect  an  .overseer,  then  the 
township  committee  ahall  appoint  some  suitable  per¬ 
son  to  fill  anv  vacancy.  ]
